Thanks to Jack Folinsbee of West 
Vancouver, B.C., we can now add 
some additional information to what 


we wrote in HT packet No. 275 
about these colorful issues. 
The 50c blue and black of 1947 


(bears date of 1946) was issued in 
booklet panes of four. The booklets 
contained 10 panes, with a total 
face value of $20.00. 

The $1.00 red, yellow and blue of 
1948, which I discussed in packet 
No. 275 was issued in bcoklet panes 
of five. Normally these will show 
staple holes where they were bound 
into the booklets, but some were 
distributed without ever being put 
into booklets. The Imperforate sheets 
of five of this issue, Mr. Folinsbee 
states are “imperforate proofs—was 
a trial run and the color was deep- 
ened in the perforated sheets.” 
Checking this I find he is correct,— 
there is a distinct difference in 
shades. 

The $1.00 color change of 1949 was 
printed in sheets of 25. The color 
changes from the 1948 colors are as 
follows: The white log in foreground 
has become orange-yellow; the green 
hills have become purple; the blue 
water has become orange. 

The 1950-51 issue was no longer 
a stamp to be placed upon the 
license, but became an autc sticker. 
Since then, the use of Conservation 
stamps has been discontinued.

Toronto at $4.00. 

It is the story of Captain Thomas 
F. Smellie, O.B.E., Master of the 
“Nascopie.” It contains numerous il- 
lustrations of this famous supply 
ship which serviced the many arctic 
outposts of the Hudsen’s Bay Com- 
pany for so many years. Many a 
collection contains a few covers as 
scuvenirs of these arctic trips. Such 
outposts as Craig Harbour, Dundas 
Harbour, and Pond Inlet are forever 
reccrded in Canadian philately be- 
cause of their postmarks on covers 
delivered and returned by the “Nas- 
copie.” 

Among the pictures of interest to 
collectors are (1) “The Nascopvie at 
Arctic Bay, 1944,” (2) “Historic 
meeting of the Aklavik and Nascopie 
in Depot Bay, Fort Ross—links in 
Ncrth West Passage,” (3) “The Nas- 
copie rammed her iron prow into 
the ice-floes, time after time,” and 
(4) “The Nascopie at low tide after 





she struek the reef for the first 


time.”

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The Booklets of Canada Modern Rarities 


By GP. 


It has long been the feeling among 
the dealers and collectors of Can- 


adian booklets that many of the 
booklets of Canada might be much 
more common than many dealers’ 
prices would have us believe, and 
that on the other hand many thought 
to be common might actually be 
quite scarce. In nearly all issues, 
those with French printed covers

have been difficult, often almost 


impossible, to locate. 


In the table below I have noted 
cnly known major varieties as listed 
in my catalogue or reported since 
its publication. Quantities issued are 
from the original information as 
printed in The Booklet. Booklets 
are grouped for comparison pur- 
poses.

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Now the story unfolds. Recently, 
through the cooperation of members 
of the Canada Post Office Depart- 
ment and members of The Booklet 
Pane Society, total quantities issued 
for most obsolete booklets have be- 
ceme public information for the first 
time. Previous to this time, it was 
anybody’s guess, and, as it proves, 
many guesses were quite wrong. 
Full information of such quantities 
issued was first disclosed in the 
June 1955 issue of The Booklet, the 
bulletin of The Booklet Pane Society. 
This infcrmation is also contained in 
my recent ‘catalogue’ of The Book- 
lets of Canada, which is currently 
available. It was also included (with 
a few added quantities reported as 
issued) in the yearly report of the 
Canada Post Office Department. 

It is not my intention in this ar- 
ticle to discuss all issues, or to point 
cut the several which are apparently 
greatly over-priced, but rather to 
mention some of the apparent ‘rari- 
ties’—that is, scarce issues of which 
there can be little question of scar- 
city, caused by relatively small print- 
ings, as few as 10,000 forming the 
total issue in some cases. Some of 
these are still quite easy to locate; 
others require a great deal of search. 

Of many booklets there are sev- 
eral major varieties—rate surchare- 
es, rate changes, colors of covers, 
paste-overs, etc.—as well as several 
minor varieties of interest to the 
specialist — plate numbers, position 
dots, shades, ete.—to further divide 
the total quantities issued of any 
one stamp pane type. As a result, 
many such varieties may prove to 
be very scarce, much more so than 
the total quantity issued may sug- 
gest. 

A brief study of the table will read- 
ily show why many French bocklets 
have been difficult to locate. It is 
impossible to caleulate just how 
many of these booklets are still in 
existence. Many are in the hands of 
collectors and a few in the stocks of 
some dealers and investors. How- 
ever, it must be remembered, that 
unlike many of today’s modern for- 
eign stamp issues, most of these 
booklets were used for postage pur- 
poses long ago. Of those in collect- 
ors’ and dealers’ hands, the great 
majority must have been broken up 
for the panes themselves, while the 





covers and inner pages were dis- 
carded. It has been quite recently 
that booklet collecting as such has 
become a major area of philately. 

From my experience in collecting, 
it seems that booklets containing a 
combination of values are less easily 
located than booklets of a single 
denomination which often contain 
several panes of the one value. In 
a way, this helps substantiate the 
suggestion that booklets were usual-' 
ly broken up for the panes. 

Since collectors favor the “differ- 
ent” or “odd” items, frequently the 
booklet varieties with rate sur- 
charges, etc., are more easily located 
than many of the normal varieties, 
in spite of the fact that such chang- 
es must have been issued in quite 
limited quantities as an interim 
measure. 

In some issues of the George VI 
era, there are found booklets with 
any one of three different rate 
sheets plus a surcharged variety in 


otherwise similar booklets. Some 
prove difficult to locate—often the 
original “6c rate” or the final “Te 


3 


& 5c rate;” while the middle, or “Te 
& 6c rate” and the surcharged rate 


varieties seem to be more easily 
found. 
Prices of the booklets of Canada 


vary so widely from one dealer to 
the next that the collector must 
make up his own mind as to true 
value. And one must remember that 
many factors other than “quantity 
issued’ affect the price and avail- 
ability of all booklets. Such factors 
include age, distribution, availability 
at the Philatelic Agency, appeal to 
the collector, publicity, centering of 


stamp panes, and condition of the 
booklet itself, among others. 
The so-called Farmers’ Booklet 


(Scott 1492/150a/153a) may well be 
used to illustrate the factor of dis- 
tribution. Except for those sold at 
the Philatelic Agency, rubber stamp- 
ed to so signify, the normal booklet 
was sold mainly on rural routes and 
was not available for general sale 
at post office windows; thus it has 
become quite scarce. The Gift Fold- 
ers, (Scott 252c/254a/C9a) contain- 
ing the 1943 George VI issues, for 
some unknown reason just did not 
appeal to the stamp-using public. 
As a result, stocks remained unsold 
in the post offices until finally an 
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order was given that these be brok- 
en up and the stamp panes used to 
fill orders for these values at the 
stamp windows. As a result, I be- 
lieve collectors will soon find that 
the Gift Folders are quite a bit 
scarcer than many of us may believe. 
On the other hand, Scott type 106a 
with the front cover rubber stamped 
‘Notice, Change in Postal Rates..., 
although obviously an interim meas- 
ure which must have been limited in 
quantity, appealed so well to collect- 
ors, dealers, and investors that to- 
day this variety usually sells for no 
more than the normal booklet. And 
now we find that many recent com- 
mon values, because they appeared 
so plentiful during the years of 
issue, were disregarded by dealer 
and collector alike, and today good 
stocks can no longer be located. We 
find that some of these common 
booklets were not really so ’com- 
mon’ after all (for example, the 
French booklet of Scott type 231b). 
And, as in most areas of stamp col- 
lecting, age and time have taken 
their toll and now demand a price. 
The first booklet issue of Scott 77b 
with well over one million booklets 
issued demands a price of $250 and 
more per copy. 

Collecting the booklets of Can- 
ada is an interesting challenge, and 
no Canada collection can be called 
complete without a few examples of 
both booklets and booklet panes. 
Many bargains are still to be found. 
The Scott 250b French booklet 
(minor variety with red pencil ‘X’ 
en rate sheet) was recently listed 
by one of the largest dealers of 


Canada at but $3.00—yet only 
10,000 were issued, including all 


varieties. A bargain? Just compare 
with other Canada stamp issues. 

A representative collection of 
Canada booklets can be built at a 
very reasonable cost. But, be will- 
me to pay out cash on the line freely 
if you desire completeness of even 
just the major varieties. And don’t 
dream of completeness in terms of 
minor varieties, although such may 
not be impossible. However, don’t 
be scared away. I have built up a 
collection of over 250 booklets, in- 
cluding both major and minor var- 
jeties, in less than two years, and 
still have many, many items on my 
want list. 
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A wonderful opportunity for the 
collector or investor; a field of col- 
lecting that is growing constantly 
with many bargains and ‘finds’ to 
be made by the well-informed. If 
vou are looking for greener pas- 
tures, for a sideline, for investment 
opportunities, or for an area of 
major collecting interest, you would 
do well te consider the stamp book- 
lets of Canada. 


AN IMPORTANT INDUSTRY 


The Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association have made use of the 
new 20c Newsprint stamp on mail- 
ings drawing attention to the new 
stamp and the part played by the 





newsprint industry. In part they 
state: 
The stamp shows a ribbon of 


paper that has just come off a news- 
print machine, at 2,000 feet a minute, 
being cut to the publisher’s require- 
ments. 

The Post Office Department is 
issuing the stamp to reiterate to 
consumers abroad that Canada is a 
great source of pulp and paper, in 
fact the largest exporter in the 
world. It also serves to remind 
Canadians at home that the pros- 
perity of the nation largely depends 
on the well-being of this industry. 
Newsprint is, of course, our largest 
export and accounts for 16 per cent 
of all exports. Pulp exports rank 
fourth after newsprint, grains and 
lumber. And pulp and paper togeth- 
er, not only account for almost a 
quarter of all exports, but are our 
largest single source of national 
wealth. 

The Post Office Department com- 
missioned A. J. Casson, R.C.A., of 
Toronto to design this 20c stamp. 
He is a former president of the 
Group of Seven. His canvases have 
been widely exhibited at home and 
abroad and his work is represented 
in the collections of the National 
Gallery, the Art Gallery of Toronto, 
Hart House, Toronto, and in many 
other collections.

The 28th annual exhibition and 
convention of the Canadian Philatel- 
ic Society was held April 26 and 28 
at Windsor, Ont., with the Windsor 
Y Stamp Club acting as host club. 

It was a splendidly organized 
event and the exhibits were of a 
high standard in the “Windsor tra- 
dition.” The president, W.V. Crouse, 
and the members of the club, and es- 
pecially the chairman of the exhibi- 
tion committee, Dr. N. O. Boyd, and 
the ladies committee headed by Mrs. 
Boyd, have indeed set a high stand- 
ard for future C.P.S. conventions. 

The Canada Post Office had a 
very attractive stand at the exhibi- 
tion provided with a good supply of 
agency stock from Ottawa and had 
three frames on display showing 
material relative to the production 
of the Cabot, the 1.C.A.O. and the 
hockey stamps. The United Nations 
also showed two frames of their 
stamps. 

The exhibition consisted of some 
240 frames and the judging, on a 
gold, silver and bronze award basis, 
was done by R. T. Waines, Toronto, 
Chas. H. Line, Dearborn, Mich., and 
A. H. Christensen, Montreal. 

The outstanding exhibit was the 
twelve frames of Prince Edward Is- 
land from the collection of Lou. S. 
Crosby of Banff, Alta. It was beau- 
tifully presented and written-up by 
the owner himself and contained 
many unique pieces from his collec- 
tion of Prince Edward Island, which 
is adjudged to be one of the finest in 
the world. 

This exhibit won the grand award 
(the Brisley Trophy); a gold award; 


the Seagram Trophy for the best 
19th Century B.N.A. exhibit; the 


Philatelic Specialist Society of Can- 
ada’s Medal for research, and the 
American Philatelic Society’s award.

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HANOVER POSTAL SERVICE 
100 YEARS OLD 


An article in the Hanover Post for 
May 24th is the basis of the follow- 
ing’: 

This year Hanover, Ontario, Post- 
al Service will be one hundred years 
old. And through it messages have 
gene out and come in, to the people 
of that community, so closely assocl- 
ated with them, and the town, that 
it should inspire some thought and 
memories. 

The first mail to come there was 
brought by stage coach from Dur- 
ham. One can imagine it must have 
been irregular at times, for twelve 
miles cver the roads of that day in 
all kinds of weather, on horseback 
or by stage coach, was a long way to 
travel. 

As the tiny community there be- 
gan to spread out, Abraham Gott- 
wals, a son-in-law of Christian Has- 
senjager, Hanover’s second settler, 
conceived the idea cf petitioning the 
government to establish a Post Of- 
fice there. Mr. Gottwals conducted 
a store and when his petition was 
granted, his store became the first 
Post Office, and he continued to hold 
the office of Post Master fer the 
next fifteen years. 

It was not until the railway came 
through Hanover in 1879, that there 
was any regular scheduled mail ser- 
vice. Up to that time the mail was 
still sent there from Durham in the 
most convenient way possible. 

Durine the past hundred years of 
Postal Service in this community, it 
wculd be impossible to estimate how 
closely or how often it touches and 
has touched the lives of the citizens, 
now and in the past. 

Messages of bereavements, births, 
deaths, congratulations, marriages, 
have all ccme and gone. Letters from 
far off places, from war-weary sol- 
diers, sailors, airmen, have kept their 
families in touch with them. Impor- 
tant business transactions have been 
made, romances have fostered, sor- 
row has been inspired and sympathy 
extended. Every human emotion has 
travelled in a letter, back and forth 
across the years. 

A good deal of discussion in the 
early days was carried on around the 
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tiny counters of the old Gottwals' ; 
store, as to what the Post Office 
should be called, but the Gottwals : 
suggestion that the name be, Han- 
over, found favor with the govern- 
ment. This was inspired by the fact. 
that Mr. Hassenjager, Mr. Gottwals’ 
father-in-law, had come there from 
Hanover, Germany. 

Prior to this time the site of the 
little settlement had been called 
“Buck’s Crossing,” because a tree 
formed a footbridge after it had fal- 
len across the river back of the 
property taken up by the first set- 
tler there, Abraham Buck, in 1849, 
somewhere near the present C.P.R. 
station. The government built a log 
bridge in 1850. In 1854, Mr. H. P. 
Adams came to Hanover and es- 
tablished a mill, and in his adver- 
tisements, ete., this place was known 
as Adamstown. 

Hanover, was officially named 
Hanover in 1956, with the establish- 
ment of the Post Office there.

Again we read cf record prices 
paid for the 12p Black of Canada, 
this refers to two brilliant mint 
copies sold at the H. R. Harmer auc- 
tion sale in New York on April 20th 
from the collection of the late Al- 
fred Lichenstein. Mr. Sissons of Tor- 
onte who has always had the cour- 
age of his convictions regarding the 
value of Canadian issues for many 
years past, paid the record price of 
$5,400 for one and $5,800 for the 
second copy offered, a remarkable 
example of his faith in our early 
classics. Many in times to come will 
remember Myr. Sissons for his excep- 


tional efforts in the upbuilding of 
Canadian issues and the extreme 


publicity he has given them for so 
many years. Since the days of our 
Capex his regular auctions in Tor- 
onto have seen many records broken 
for rare pieces of our early issues 
and his handling of several large 
estates proves the confidence which 
a large number of clients bestow 
upon him. At the same H. R. Har- 
mer auction referred to above, an 
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attractive 12d black on cover 
sold to a Canadian 
$5,200. 

The New York Fipex proved to be 
an overwhelming success, a large 
number of visitors were there from 
Canada to enjoy the show. It makes 
good reading to know that among 
the awards presented that recogni- 
tion was given to many of our ex- 
hibitors from Canada. 

A friend of mine who was at the 
Fipex show wrote to say he had 
just perused the new Canadian list- 
ing for Canada issues in the Gib- 
bons New York semi-annual pub- 
lication and that 90% of the num- 
bers had been raised in price, he 
suggested to me that this fact may 
be a warning as to many changes 
which may come in the fall when 
the new catalogs are released. My 
friend stated that from his brows- 
ing around he was not at all impress- 
ed with any superabundance in 
stocks of cur stamps in specially 
choice condition. 

From reports by letter we hear 
re the Monaco Wedding that sales 
were extremely heavy and sold in 
large quantities. That a press 
notice stated some sets complete 
were being offered at $20. As the 
issue was a special one day com- 
memorative and authentically dis- 
tributed it would seem that they 
should receive catalog recognotion. 
I have just read in the London Gib- 
bons monthly for May that they 
feature the five postage stamps of 
the Monaco wedding issue, but do not 
list the high denominations of the 
air mail set. 

It has just been reported to me 
that Bermuda will overprint three 
values of her regular issues for a 
Yatching commemorative in June, so 
far no authentic information has 
heen released in the philatelic press 
regarding this. 

So long my friends, may you have 
a good summer, drive carefully and 
be cautious of deep water.

The following by Randy Neil in 
“Philatelic Gossip” touches a point 
which should be of concern to all 
adult philatelists, and that is our 
reason for reprinting it. 





At FIPEX recently, I saw a very 
surprising incident. A Junior stamp 
collector went up to a dealer’s booth 
and inquired about a stamp. With- 
out hesitation the dealer said to the 
Junior, “Beat it!” 

This set me to thinking. Why do 
some of the adult collectors and 
dealers neglect Junior philatelists? 
Don’t they realize that they were 
probably once Junior collectors too? 
During my six years of collecting 
stamps I have found many adults 
whe do not cater to Junior philatel- 
ists. Along with Art Christenson, 
Jacques Minkus, Harry Weiss and 
many others I do not favor adults 
who dislike Juniors. 

For those visiting FIPEX, the 
Junior exhibits’ section was one of 
the main attractions. Competing for 
henors, just like the adults, were 
1,200 Juniors. Many adults were very 
much inspired by the marvelous dis- 
plays. The exhibits represented much 
work put forth on behalf of the 
Juniors who had the privilege to ex- 
hibit at FIPEX. 

Many national philatelic societies 
now have Junior sections in their ex- 
hibitions. Not to mention the many 
regional stamp clubs who are assist- 
ing the Junior collector. 

So you see the Junior collector 
does deserve philatelic privileges. 
The reason for this is and remains 
the same: The Junior collector of to- 
day is tomorrow’s philatelic organ- 
izer!

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Letters to the Editor 


Dear Sir: 

In your issue of May 1956 I read 
a letter written by ‘A Subseriber” 
which I feel should not go un- 
answered. First, I feel that I may 
be one of those dealers. Business 
with Canadian dealers is very good 
but not to the extent that they should 
risk their stamps as follows. Within 
the past three months I have had re- 
guests from three collectors which I 
did not spend a nickel on replying, 
and here is why: First, a collector 
writes me from a small Ontario town 
giving a large list of wants but no 
name is signed, Secondly another col- 
lector (probably a clerk in a store) 
tears off a piece of Kraft wrapping 
paper with a tail of surplus paper on 
it that would balance a kite and with 
a pencil, requests approvals. Not a 
chance of him getting approvals with 
a sloppy request like that. The third 
party took the cake. He wanted noth- 
ing hut perfectly centered mint of 
the most expensive items and what 
kind cf paper did he write on? It 
was covered with greasy finger 
marks and so was the envelope. No 
dealer in his right mind would risk 
stamps to a party that careless. In 
November of 1955 my losses due to 
dishonest collectors was $107.00 and 
this makes a dealer vareful when he 
selects his customers. I have had 
books come back with the stamps re- 
mcunted in their wrong places—with 
customers removing every stamp for 
some reason or other. My losses dur- 
ing a year run guite high due to ex- 
changes and tears during examina- 
tion. A dealer’s lot is not a happy 


one and if anyone would like a 
stamp business there are times I 
would sell out cheap. A customer 


can not be cheated as he see’s what 
he buys and the price is there—only 
the dealer loses. 

A recent article in Stamp Whole- 
saler gives facts and figures on 
dealer’s profits. From reports com- 
piled from over 400 dealers it would 
open a collector's eyes as to what 
small profit is made. All a dealer 
has to put up is about $5,000.00 to 
start, find stock at the right price 
and sometimes, just find stock. Take 
a Chance on those that request ap- 
provals until they prove themselves. 


You will always have losses from 
stamps being damaged during ex- 
amination, (some collectors seem to 
figure all stamps should be boiled to 
make sure they’re not repaired); al- 
so losses from the customer who 
thinks that he should knock off at 
least 25c for just looking at your 
selections. 

I want the publisher to give my 
name and regardless of whether [ 
get another customer or not. I have 
a very nice list of customers now 
and I know that they will not desert 
me on account of this letter but I 
just had to express my opinion. I 
want those who are my customers 
now to know, that I have the highest 
regard for them and they are still 


my customers because they have 
treated their dealer right, and I 


make every effort to do likewise to 

them.—Sincerely, J. Dickenson. 
LETTER TO EDITOR 

Dear Mr. Me-Cready: 

Re item “Letters Unanswered” on 
Page 14 of May P.S. just received. 
Your correspondent is evidently a 
voluminous writer (to 19 firms!). 

Being of a mature age and having 
experienced life to the full in con- 
tact with a wide circle of people I 
believe I can make a fairly accurate 
estimate of the reason for unanswer- 
ed letters. First of all when one asks 
a person or firm (who does not know 
or never heard of the writer) to do 
something fer the writer the 
very first requisite is to make it 
easy and possible for the addressee 
to be able and willing te make the 
effort to please an unknown 
even if there might be a chance to 


do some business. That one point 
cannot be emphasized too much.— 


MAKE IT SIMPLE & POSSIBLE! 
That requires a self addressed en- 
velope with adequate postage of the 
country from which the return letter 
is to come—not one of those coupons 
for return postage, but proper 
stamps on the return envelope! 

I have adepted that practice for 
years ... first of all because that 
is only courteous justice to the ad- 
dressee and secondly because it in- 
sures an answer.

U.S. STAMP PRESS 
SETS RECORD 

Probably the heaviest advertising 
volume in the history of American 
stamp dealing appeared in the phil- 
atelie press in connection with special 
FIPEX editions. Several stamp pub- 
lications set new all-time highs for 
size of a single issue. 

Most spectacular of the special 
editions was Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News for April 23rd. This set at 
least three new records according 
to the publishers. New highs were 
reached for amount of reading mat- 
ter, volume of classified and display 
advertising, and total copies distrib- 
uted. 

The printing required better than 
twenty-two tons of newsprint and 
the 72 pages had to be run in three 
sections. The shipment of papers to 
the FIPEX show weighed more than 
three tons. There were four solid 


pages of classified advertising, with 
a full column runover to the next 
page. Display advertising’ totalled 
about 3,500 column inches. Including 
free distribution at FIPEX, total 


distribution reached a new high of 
65,000. Four firms were represented 
by two-page spreads, while 15 deal- 
ers used full-page ads.

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Value of Defective Stamps 


All of us, no doubt, have been of- 
fered stamps that were desirable 
rom centering, brilliance, and light 
postmarking but have been disap- 
pointed to find a thin spot, nick or 
tear that discounted their value. 
Probably scarce and higher priced 
stamps and missing in our collection 
one would accept them as is but 
wonders what discount should be ex- 
pected owing to the defect. “Green 
Isle philately” of Dublin, Ireland, re- 
produces a translation from the 
Paris “Selection” stamp magazine, 
written by L. Miro of the Academy 
of Philately which offers a table of 


values of defective stamps. This 
might well apply to Canadian 
stamps thus we reproduce it for 


whatever use it may be to our read- 
ers. 

1. Pin hole: 10%. 

2. Slight thinnings: 25%. 

3. Strong thinnings: 30-60%. 

4, Gum crease, invisible on front: 
10%. 

5. Medium crease, visible on front: 
20-40%. 

6. Strong’ crease which breaks the 
paper fibres: 50-80%. 

7. Scissor cut, but leaving the de- 
sien and sufficient margin intact: 
nil.

8. Scissor cut or crease between 
the stamps of a pair or a block: nil. 
The plus value of pairs or blocks 
would, however, be slightly reduced 
thereby. 

9. Slight scissor cut or minute tear 
touching the design: 20%. 

10. Larger tear: 25-90%. 

11. Small rust spot on design, but 
not too clearly visible on the sur- 
face: 20-30%. 

12. Strong rust spot: 35-80%. 

13. Off centering of a tenth to a 
quarter of the margin: 10-20%. 

14. Greater off centering: 25-60%. 


15. Heavy and smudgy cancella- 
tion: 20-80%. 

16. A perforation missing: 15%. 

17. Several perforations missing: 


20-55%. 
18 Outer frameline cut or cut off 
in imperforated stamps: 25-55%. 
19. Imperforated stamp cut into 
desion: 50-80%. 





It goes, of course, without saying 
that where stamps have more than 
one defect, the percentages cannot 
be added together, because otherwise 
the seller would have to pay the pur- 
chaser.”
